On 
the other hand, one can 
form without difficulty a 
very approximate idea of 
its religious topography. 
Approaching the town of David from 
Jerusalem, indeed, we are able to see, 
before entering it, the principal Chris- 
tian buildings that surround the Holy 
Grotto; the Basilica of the Nativity 
and the Latin, Greek and Armenian 
convents. 

Bethlehem numbers today nearly 
7,500 people, of whom about 4,000 are 
Catholics, 3,000 Orthodox Greeks, 200 
Schismatic Armenians, 150 Protest- 
ants and some 50 Moslems. Further 
it has a number of other inhabitants, 
former residents of countries in South 
America, Within its walls there are 
many Catholic institutions, supported 
principally by the Franciscans, the 
Salesians, the Brothers of Christian 
Schools, the Fathers of the Sacred 
Heart of Betharram, the Sisters of 
St. Joseph of the Apparition of St. 
Vincent de Paul, the Carmelites, the 
Salesian Sisters and the Missionary 
Franciscan Sisters of Mary. 


The town is no tonger poor, but its 
streets are still very narrow and dirty 
enough. Very characteristic is the 
fashion of its women, who, at least on 
holidays, wear singular dresses in dif- 
ferent colors and for headpiece a large 
white veil arranged like a big ancient 
mitre that gives them a 
Oriental miijesty.
